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1 . Applicant's election of the species of Figs. 1-8 in the paper filed December 1 , 
2003 is acknowledged. However, Applicant's statement that "Applicant thinks the claims 
are readable, and the claims attached here with" in the paper filed June 24, 2004 is 
incorrect. Applicant's remarks in the paper filed back on May 14, 2004 that "Applicant 
thinks "the claims readable" should be based on the invention, not on elected Figs" is 
incorrect. Applicant is again advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a 
listing of all claims readable thereon (meaning the particular elected species, not 
the invention itself) , including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a 
claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

In other words, Applicant must provide only those claims that read on the 
elected species of Figs. 1-8 and not on the invention itself . For example, claim 8 
recites a material holder #38 disposed on the long handle which is only disclosed in 
non-elected Figs. 9-12 . Similarly, claim 1 1 recites twisting part #40, side wall #42, 
center hole #46, multiple wing like piece #45, etc., only shown in non-elected Figs. 13- 
15. These claims, for example, do not read on elected Figs. 1-8.
